Many  years  ago  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
received  as  a  loan  exhibition  more  than  sixty  lustred  Hispano-Moresque 
plaques  then  little  known  here;  hut  their  captivating  quality  was  im- 
mediately observed,  for  numerous  visitors  to  the  Museum  paused,  not 
only  for  a  moment,  but  lingered  over  the  innate  beauty  of  their  color, 
and  the  marvelous  balance  and  directness  of  the  patterns  subtly  gave 
repose  and  poise  to  their  minds. 

This  is  the  true  criterion  of  any  work  of  art  and  the  Moors  of  Spain 
thereby  vindicated  their  claim  to  universal  culture  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  they  have  been  accused  of  perhaps  more  cruelties  and  crimes 
than  any  calendar  can  produce. 

These  beautiful  plaques  have  now  been  removed  from  the  Museum 
in  Boston  and  are  at  present  on  exhibition  in  the  Galleries  of  the 
American  Art  Association,  Inc.,  prior  to  their  being  offered  to  public 
sale.  Amongst  the  more  important  are  about  ten  of  the  XV  and  XVI 
centuries  from  the  celebrated  kilns  of  Valencia,  delightful  in  shimmer- 
ing gold,  copper  and  opal  reflets,  sapphire-blues,  creamy  buffs  and 
warm  brown.  Surely  not  a  large  range  of  colors  to  produce  such 
distinguished  and  satisfying  effects. 

There  is  one,  however,  like  a  quiet  giant  that  stands  out  beyond 
the  rest.  It  curiously  bears  the  arms  of  the  Aragonese  king  of  ever 
restless  Sicily,  Ferdinand,  son  of  John  the  Second  of  Aragon.  This 
beautiful  plaque  with  its  successive  concentric  rings  of  lovely  blue 
bryony  vines  is  extremely  beautiful  and  is  another  version  as  to  ar- 
rangement of  the  famous  one  in  Cluny  Museum. 

A  striking  number  of  the  plaques  in  the  collection  bear  the  coats  of 
arms  of  Aragon,  Castile  and  Leon.  These  were  made  for  distribution 
among  faithful  followers.  Others  have  cognizances  and  floral  and 
geometric  motives  delightfully  arranged. 

In  the  collection  there  are  also  two  XV  century  pottery  dishes  finely 
glazed  in  aubergine  and  blue  made  for  general  use  at  the  period.  These 
are  of  more  than  passing  interest. 

Two  Urbino  dishes  also  attract  attention  from  the  diversity  of  their 
subject :  Alexander  the  Great's  battle  with  Porus  and  the  Vision  of 
Constantine. 

Two  Gubbio  lustre  plates  also  are  to  be  seen  ;  these  are  very  rich 
and  beautiful  in  color. 

A  Shah  Abbas  coffer  with  peaked  top  heavily  bound  in  forged  iron 
has  lost  all  its  exterior  lacquer  of  dainty  flowers  and  figures  in  its 
many  wanderings  ;  but  the  glory  of  the  interior  remains  as  a  tribute 
to  its  maker.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

IV.  Risk  lifter  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  anil  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  lire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
bv  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
Immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  Some  carter  to  1"'  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  he  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
clay  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any

Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be'so  much  for  the  lot,  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  he  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given.

Indo-Persian,  XVI  Century 
Oblong,  with  arched  and  gabled  hinged  cover ;  on  small  bracket 
feet.  The  top,  sides  and  comers  are  heavily  bound  in  narrow 
strips  of  forged  iron,  terminating  in  arrow-heads,  and  richly 
studded  with  lozenge  and  diamond-shaped  nail  heads.  Forged 
iron  hinged  lock,  loop  handles  at  sides  and  ring  attachment  at 
back  for  fastening  purposes.  The  exterior  bears  slight  traces 
of  gilded  floral  decoration  on  a  deep  green  ground.  The  in- 
terior is  fitted  with  three  oblong  compartments,  flush  with  the 
rim  and  having  pivoted  lids.  The  entire  interior,  cover  included, 
is  brilliantly  decorated  with  the  scene  of  a  Shah  entertaining  a 
guest,  including  musicians,  female  dancers  and  attendants ; 
also  an  antelope  hunt,  audiences,  garden  scenes,  lovers'  trysts, 
birds,  animals  and  abundant  foliage,  executed  in  lustrous  ver- 
milion, pale  blue,  garnet,  emerald-green,  ivory  and  gilding.  The 
composition  and  coloring  are  masterful  and  command  great 
admiration.  This  little  chef  d'eeuvre  is  a  proud  tribute  to  the 
skilful  workmanship  and  the  great  devotion  of  its  Oriental 
creator.
